How to Test 
Plant Guard Rails 
Editor: 

In California we do not 
favor the use of tests on guard 
rails, although a good railing 
should be designed to with- 
stand the 200-pound load ap- 
plied horizontally at the top 
of any railing stanchion. 

If a person wanted to test 
the effectiveness of a certain 
railing design to withstand 
the intended 200-pound load, 
a sample could be erected for 
test purposes only. If the sam- 
ple was designed to take a 200- 
pound load, it should with- 
stand at least 400 pounds be- 
fore breaking; but if it did not 
break, it should not, in any 
case, be used again. 

Since railings must be cap- 
able of withstanding loads at 
various points throughout 
their length, California stand- 
ards do not call for a concen- 
trated 200-pound design load. 
Railings are designed instead 
to withstand a live load of 20

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One Man Can Make The Difference 


OW WELL do you remember the “slump” of 

1953? If your plant was lucky enough to go 
through it without much difficulty, chances are 
that you weren’t very concerned about it, then 
or now. 

There’s one safety director, however, who will 
never forget that slack summer and fall. How 
do you forget something that nearly whips you? 

To understand how the slump could prove so 
important to this safety man, you'll need to 
know a little about him. We promised not to 
reveal anything that might identify him or his 
firm, but there’s enough here to help you under- 
stand this man and what happened to him. 

Before 1953 he was what you’d probably call 
the average safety director. Married with a cou- 
ple of kids and a half-paid mortgage. He was in 
good health. As a matter of fact, the only thing 
special about this man was his dream. 

He was a man with a mission. He’d been in 
welfare work before joining the firm in 1946 as 
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safety director. How much this welfare work 
influenced his dream is hard to say, but even 
today you can still see signs of it peeking 
through in the things he does. 

When he took the job of safety director, the 
plants (a main plant and a branch in a nearby 
city) had as bad a safety record as you’d want 
to find. He knew this, but took the job anyhow, 
because he felt he had a moral obligation to the 
employees; he felt committed to jump into the 
mess and produce safe working conditions. You 
have to meet this man to understand how 
strongly he feels about safety. 

Every accident that occurred in the plant was 
like a personal injury to him. He worked night 
and day, suggesting, pushing, and conniving to 
improve the physical conditions of the plant to 
the point where any accident that would happen 
would not be caused by improper guarding or 
controls. 


He found management apathetic. It was hard 





for top executives to see why the press guards, 
goggles, and gloves that he wanted would be so 
important all of a sudden. Patiently the safety 
director explained and coaxed. He persisted un- 
til he had the guarding equipment he needed. 

At this point he felt that he had produced a 
“constant” factor in his try to solve the safety 
problem. His next job was to find a way to beat 
the “variable,” the human factor that makes up 
83% of his safety picture. This was the hard 
part. 

Nobody had ever tried to reach individual 
workers in the plants with a personal appeal for 
safety. Safety consciousness was a thing un- 
known in the shops. He was starting completely 
from scratch. 

The safety director went to every employee 
and asked, for his sake or for his family’s, to try 
to be a safer worker than ever before. This 
personal approach comes into correct perspec- 
tive when you read figures which show that 
the main plant alone worked nearly 2,000,000 
man-hours a year throughout this period. The 
safety man did a lot of asking. 


More than merely giving lip service to the 
employees, the safety director went one step 
nearer a working safety program when he ap- 
pointed departmental safety men for each shift 
as a first line of safety defense. He talked with 
these men individually, so he’d be sure to an- 
swer all questions. To these departmental safe- 
ty men he gave complete first aid and fire pro- 
tection training. 

Most important, he gave them full authority 
in their own departments. They could immedi- 
ately stop any unsafe condition or practice that 
came up. Moreover, the safety man backed 
them up in every case of obstruction that they 
ran into, without exception. 

In the eyes of the workers, the safety director 
took on new stature. Employees began showing 
a trust in him that had no parallel in the com- 
pany’s history. 

The safety director impressed his depart- 
mental safety men with the danger in ducking 
any question put to them. Because employees 
got immediate answers to their questions (and 
results), they began showing their interest by 
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reporting hazardous conditions formerly passed 
over because of a “who-gives-a-darn” attitude. 

A suggestion program, also formerly neglect- 
ed, was spruced up by the safety director, and 
each safety suggestion was gone over by a safety 
steering committee. Every man who made a 
suggestion, whether it was accepted or not, was 
given opportunity to talk to the steering com- 
mittee. 

In each case, the committee explained its rea- 
sons for acceptance or rejection to the worker 
who made the suggestion. On several occasions, 
the committee reversed its original decision af- 
ter hearing the worker present his case. 

Before long, all workers knew that safety was 
a thing of immediate concern to everyone in 
the plant, from the president down to the floor 
sweeper. This made the employees feel that 
they were really an important part of the safety 
program. Accident frequency dropped. 

The effectiveness of the safety director’s pro- 
gram is best shown by the fact that from a fre- 
quency rate of over 40.0 in 1946, a yearly drop 
occurred until 1952, when it could drop no fur- 
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ther, having reached a 0.0 frequency while the 
plant worked more hours than ever before in 
its history. 

The safety director had seen his dream come 
true. 

Along came 1953. “A slight recession,” the 
newspapers called it. Not too important to 
many firms, but to the safety director’s em- 
ployer, this mild slump almost spelled curtains. 

Business went to pieces. Orders were slashed 
while at the same time inventories stood at their 
highest levels since the war. The firm was los- 
ing money hand over fist, and something had to 
be done quickly or the whole organization 
would be swept away. 

An outside consultant was hired to straighten 
out the situation. Costs had to be cut to the 
bone. Arbitrary lines were drawn separating 
things that would stay from things that would 
go. Personnel layoffs were handled in the 
same manner. 

Before fully realizing what had happened,

Training Program For 


VY ] HY DON’T you have a fire prevention train- 
ing course? Think it would be too expen- 
sive? Don’t know how to set one up? Wouldn’t 
be sure what to teach if you did set one up? 
It can’t be that you think a fire prevention 
program doesn’t pay off, if you’ve read OccuPa- 
TIONAL HAzarRps’ articles throughout the last few 
years. We’ve pointed out time and again actual 
dollars and cents savings which come to com- 
panies with practical fire prevention programs. 
Recall reading in our June issue how Koppers 
Company, Inc., saved $332,500 in direct fire 
losses? In August, we showed how the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad saved $71,321 in a five-year 
period. In last month’s issue, we ran an article 
on Wakefield Brass Company’s fire prevention 
program which pointed out that fire insurance 
premiums for a sprinklered plant worth $1,000,- 
000 are about the same as those unsprinklered 
plants have to pay for structures worth only 
$110,000. You just can’t ignore figures like these. 
Well then, the basic reason why so many 
plants don’t have a fire prevention program 
must be that the safety directors don’t know 
how to set one up, don’t have a chance to attend 
a manufacturer’s training course that would 


teach them, or have the mistaken fear that such 
programs cost a whale of a lot of money. 

The fire prevention training program insti- 
tuted at Diamond Alkali Company, Painesville, 
Ohio, by Dale Talcott, supervisor of fire inspec- 
tion and fire equipment maintenance, is the an- 
swer to such fears. 

Started last year by Talcott, now in his 25th 
year in fire prevention at Diamond Alkali, this 
program is designed to provide first-hand ex- 
perience to key operating personnel, group lead- 
ers, and foremen in fighting all classes of fires. 
These men come in contact with fires first; they 
are, in Talcott’s opinion, the most logical men to 
extinguish a fire. Some time ago, Talcott at- 
tended Ansul Chemical Company’s training 
school in Marinette, Wisconsin, where he got 
the idea for his own fire prevention training 
program and equipment. 

Talcott explains, “What I’ve done is to take 
basic ideas and translate them into practical 
demonstrations that anyone can afford to put 
on. Some of my stuff may be bigger than other 
fire prevention men think they need, but there’s 
nothing that says they can’t reduce the size of 
the demonstration to fit their own needs. The 
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PUMPING GASOLINE through %4”" piping is the 
job handled by this low-cost %4-hp centrifugal 
pump which can operate off either 220 or 110 
volts. The Gasoline can be controlled to stream 
through jets or through broken flange simula- 
tors as shown at top right.

idea is the same, regerdless of the size of the 
show.” 

When Talcott said “show,” he used the right 
word. Besides giving this demonstration to 814 
different employees last summer, Talcott and 
his crew have been asked by local fire depart- 
ments to stage it for volunteer fire departments, 
and for different local and state organizations. 

One of Talcott’s most attentive audiences was 
composed of the president and vice president 
of Diamond Alkali along with other company 
officials, who commented that his demonstra- 
tion made that particular plant inspection the 
most enjoyable they had ever taken. 

This last summer Diamond held only six dem- 
onstrations as compared to 22 it staged in 1954 
because it believed a “refresher course” would 
be enough after the previous full year’s train- 
ing. This year, as last, employees from 37 de- 
partments attended. 

As an idea of the type of audiences that at- 
tend these demonstrations, men from the ac- 
counting department, boiler room, yard main- 
tenance, plant police force, and cafeteria were 
trained, along with men from the chemical pro- 
ducing departments.

“STACKED WOOD or other Class A fires are not readily 
extinguished by C-O, or dry chemical units, although it is 
lly possibl I d using soda acid or 
straight water extinguisers to cool down the material to 
where ignition stops.

“CARBON DIOXIDE EXTINGUISHERS are used on the small 
pon fires. | let my men try it once, to show them it can’t 
be done, and then give them a 2'2-gallon foam extinguisher. 
Stand far enough back to allow the foam stream to fall 
as lightly as possible on the fire. Bank the stream against 
the far side of container and let it build back toward you.” 


“AFTER ACTIVATING a dry chemical extinguisher, start 
extinguishing fires in the pans from 10 feet away, on up- 
wind side. Use a fanning wrist motion to distribute a cloud 
of dry chemical over the surface. Don’t overshoot the pan, 
because you're liable to cause eddying currents. Hit the 
front edge of flame.” 


“WHEN YOU'RE AFTER a pressurized gasoline break shoot- 
ing up into the air as this one is, the thing to do is to go 
after it with the wind at your back. Then, with a dry chem- 
ical fire extinguisher, direct the stream against the source 
of the leak FIRST. Once that has been extinguished, direct 
the stream against the spillage.”’ 





“TREATING HORIZONTAL pressurized gasoline leaks is 
just like handling vertical breaks. Always remember to get 
up-wind from the blaze; aim first at the source of the leak 
and later at the spillage. For the spillage, the best way is to 
shoot the stream against the ground about one foot from 
the fire’s front edge. This stops the tendency to overshoot.”’ 
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“THESE BROKEN FLANGE FIRES cren’t quite as tricky as 
they look, if you remember to fight them just as you would 
any other pressurized gasoline leak fire. It looks a little 
tougher, that’s all; but what it does do is to scare the men 
out of extinguishing first at the source. The burning gas on 
the ground is their first worry. This you must correct!” 


“BEATING A PROPANE FIRE is really a simple thing with 
today’s dry chemical fire extinguishers. Again, there's only 
one thing that you must remember when fighting this kind 
of fire: get behind the escape point. Once behind there, all 
that you need do is let the dry chemical travel with the 
force of the break.” 


“WHEN THE PROPANE STREAM is directed horizontally 
against the steel baffle, the noise and flame make this fire 
look worse than it is. | stress fighting all these gas fires with 
the same methods. Here again you have to be behind the 
source of the vapor. Let the stream of dry chemical travel 
with the force of the gas break. It’s that simple.” 


“ELECTRICAL FIRES like the kind we simulate by dousing 
an old motor in gasoline are easily extinguished with either 
a carbon dioxide or a vaporizing liquid extinguisher as shown 
here. One thing to watch, however, when using vaporizing 
liquid extinguishers, is that you have ventilation in the area. 
The smell leaves something to be desired.” 


“ONE MAN ALONE just can’t put out the baffle fire in our 
‘booby-trap’ set-up. Try as he will with a dry chemical 
extinguisher, the combination of baffles and dripping burn- 
ing gasoline is just toc much. What we do is to send two 
men with dry chemical units after the fire, telling them to 
attack the blaze from opposite sides. That takes care of it.’’

Talcott’s equipment for a 
demonstration includes a py- 
ramid of dry hard wood; small 
(2’ x 2’) metal pans; large 
(5’ x 5’) metal pans; a gaso- 
line drum, pump and pump- 
line with both horizontal and 
vertical jets and an attach- 
ment simulating a broken 
flange; a set of twin propane 
tanks with horizontal and ver- 


tical jets plus a baffle; an old 
electric motor; and a “booby 
trap” which simulates a fuel 
tank from a truck. The layout 
for this equipment is shown in 
the drawing on page 38. 
Talcott’s method is to first 
impress his audience with the 
necessity of knowing what 
kind of fire extinguisher is 
suited for the various types of 


fires. Talcott then explains 
the differences among the 
different classes of fires. He 
tells the audience that they 
can’t afford to wait for a 
fire to start to familiarize 
themselves with the materials 
they have in their own work- 
ing area, and that they must 
know the type and location of 
extinguishers placed near 
their areas. 


Douses Wood 
With Gasoline 


To start the demonstration, 
Talcott has a pyramid of wood 
doused with gasoline and set 
on fire. He arms one of the 
audience with a carbon diox- 
ide extinguisher and lets him 
do his best to put out the 
blaze. While the man is fail- 
ing to extinguish this fire 
completely, Talcott explains 
to the rest of the audience 
that the first thing you have 
to know is the limitation of 
the different types of extin- 
guishers. 

After the carbon dioxide ex- 
tinguisher is exhausted, and 
the fire still burns, Talcott 
gives two more men from the 
audience regular soda acid

extinguishers and directs 
them while they put out the 
fire. 

Talcott moves on to the 
small metal pans. Over about 
an inch of water (to prevent 
warping under the high heat) 
Talcott pours gasoline and sets 
it afire. He sends a man 
against this fire with a 15- 
pound carbon dioxide extin- 
guisher in order to point up 
its limitations. After the man 
extinguishes this fire, Talcott 
sends another man after the 
fire with a 244-gallon foam ex- 
tinguisher which douses the 
fire a little more slowly. To 
make it tougher, Talcott sets 
fire to both small pans and 
has different men extinguish 
them both at the same time. 


Carbon Dioxide 
Versus Gasoline 


Once this is done, Talcott 
fills one of the large pans with 
gasoline, lights it, and lets two 
new men try to put it out with 
carbon dioxide extinguishers. 
The radiant heat thrown out 
by this size gas fire doesn’t al- 
low the fire fighters to get 
close enough to the fire even 
to dent the blaze. 

When these men have failed, 
Talcott gives a dry chemical 
extinguisher to one man and 
shows him how easy it is to 
put out the fire, letting the 
man handle the extinguisher 
all the time. 


How to Use 
Dry Chemical 


After the dust clears, Tal- 
cott has the pan re-lit. This 
usually requires a little time 
because of the residue floating 
on the top of the gasoline. Tal- 
cott brings this feature of dry 
chemical extinguishers to his 
audience’s attention, explain- 
ing how the residue prevents 
flash-back. Talcott has sev- 
eral men extinguish this fire, 
and then he has both pans 
filled and fired. 

He explains to his listeners 
how to throw up a “blanket”

Timken Roller Bearing 
Company requires every maintenance 
man to carry his own safety lock— 
and he alone has the key. 


“PREVENTIVE medicine” is the 
proper name for the Timken safety 
lock program. Idea is to keep acci- 
dents from happening by making 
sure the source of danger is elimi- 
nated. No one can start a machine 
when the switchbox is locked out. 


Lock-out for Danger 


ocKk-outs for labor may be 
L jsteo in some states and 
under some conditions, but 
lock-outs for danger — never! 
Especially at the plants of 
Timken Roller Bearing Com- 
pany. 
Safety locks are nothing 
new, of course; but Timken is 
using them a little differently. 


At Timken’s Columbus 
plant, safety locks aren’t put 
in a central storeroom, there 
to gather dust until someone 
remembers to draw one out 
of stock. No, indeed! 

At Timken, every mainten- 
ance man is given his own 
safety lock—and he must car- 
ry it with him constantly 
when he is on the job. 

Why? 

Take a typical case as an il- 
lustration of the reason: 

Joe Klimas, a Timken main- 
tenance man at Columbus, is 
called to take a look at a 
grinding department machine. 

Joe cuts off the power at 


the master switch, sets about 
repairing the machine. 

A production worker, not 
knowing Joe’s hand is in a 
place of danger, turns on the 
master switch preparatory to 
starting his own job. Joe’s 
hand suddenly is—gone. 

Joe Klimas is fictional, but 
he provides the kind of main- 
tenance accident that Tim- 
ken’s Ray B. Strub, supervi- 
sor of plant protection, fire, 
and safety, is anxious to avoid. 

Under the plan instituted at 
Columbus recently, and some 
years ago at Canton, Joe 
couldn’t have been hurt. Af- 
ter the master switch was 
turned to the “off” position, 
he’d have locked it there with 
his personal safety lock — to 
which he alone had the key. 
Furthermore, he’d have tag- 
ged the switch with a big red- 
and-black card: “Danger, Do 
Not Throw Switch.” 

At Timken, danger is locked 
out. ee 





A PLANT FEATURE 


They STOP) Accidents 


SYCHOLOGICAL testing of employees has de- 
P veloped so much in the last 10 years that in 
many plants it’s as important as the physical 
examination. And rightly so, particularly where 
there is a desire to reduce accidents. 

While testing has been used largely for appli- 
cant hiring and placement, and for promoting 
and transferring present employees, it can also 
help spot both the safe and the accident-prone 
applicant. 

Psychologically, the safety-prone worker can 
be described as a person who has the right com- 
bination of aptitudes needed for his job. He is 
neither over-qualified, having too much apti- 
tude and thus easily distracted, nor under-qual- 
ified, having too little aptitude and hence likely 
to make mistakes. 

His personal background will show maturity 
and stability in such things as staying on the 
job, keeping his finances in good order, main- 
taining good health, having a pleasant home 


life, and taking part in outside activities. 

His physical system, vision, and hearing, are 
in good working order. He resists fatigue. His 
reactions are fast. He shows emotional matur- 
ity, self-control, dependability, a conventional 
(contrasted to an eccentric) attitude, and self- 
confidence. 

The safety-prone employee works in comfort- 
able company surroundings, with adequate con- 
trols of noise and distraction. Work and super- 
vision are kept as free from stress and pressure 
as possible. The employee has been through a 
formal on-the-job training program to be sure 
he has learned safe work habits. 

The company follows up-to-date personnel 
practices in the fields of wages, transfer, and 
promotion, concern for security, and satisfac- 
tion of its workers. 

This description of the safe worker stems 
from several authoritative studies made during 
the last 15 years. Begin to change any of these 





**Psychological Tests Make Good Profit-Loss Sense”’ 
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conditions, and you’re asking 
for trouble. 

Former opposition to psy- 
chological testing was caused 
by the complex forms and 
graphs that had to be filled, 
and by the need for highly 
trained psychologists to inter- 
pret the findings. 


Now, however, psychological 
tests can be administered by 
personnel within any com- 
pany, regardless of its size. 
Such tests are scored and 
weighed numerically and thus 
may be interpreted on the 
simple basis of facts and 
figures. The company itself 
can now compare an applicant 
to a standard for job effici- 
ency, or to other job aspects, 
including accident proneness. 

Because of this, psycholog- 
ical tests can become a part 
of company operating proce- 
due and can provide a prac- 
tical tool for predicting the 
way a worker will fit into the 
company. 

Of the five tests and tech- 
niques used for selecting and 
maintaining the safety-prone 
employee, the aptitude test is 
perhaps best known and least 
understood. 


Aptitude tests measure the 
intellectual level or “brain 
power” of a worker. They in- 
dicate a worker’s ability to 
learn and perform a certain 
type assignment. There are 
eight different types of apti- 
tude: comprehension; judg- 
ment; system manipulation; 
perception; memory, fluency 
in expression; space relations; 
and coordination. 

Different jobs require these 
aptitudes in various combin- 
ations. A semi-skilled worker, 
for example, needs good apti- 
tude in understanding percep- 
tion of objects, space relations, 
and coordination. Good safe- 
ty practices in the factory also 
require him to have these 
same aptitudes of perception, 
space relations, and coordin- 
ation. Sample tests for these 
three aptitudes are shown in 
Chart I.

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BACKGROUND INFORMATION about ar applicant is obtained quickly (no 
writing required) and impersonally (he picks a category, doesn’t answer questions 
directly) from this form. This section contains questions on health-physical 
condition and accident proneness. } 


Aptitude tests are widely used in industry 
for proper selection and placement of workers. 
From three to seven tests, taking somewhere 
between 15 and 35 minutes to administer, are 
given to an applicant. From these tests a total 
score for a particular job is obtained. This score 
is then converted to one of five qualification 
levels: UQ—vunder-qualified; Ql — minimum 
qualified; Q2—well qualified; Q3—best quali- 
fied; and OQ—over-qualified. 


Safety-wise, it is to a company’s benefit to 
hire applicants who fit into the Q2 and Q3 slots. 


Lacking the basic abilities to learn and per- 
form a job, the UQ employee is under a great 
deal of psychological presssure. Factory jobs 
of the unskilled worker, the semi-skilled work- 
er, the machine operator, the inspector, and the 
skilled worker all require aptitudes related to

A PLANT 


OUGHLY 23 pounds of copper per person will 

be used in the United States this year—an 
all-time high for peacetime. Naturally, mills are 
going all out to meet the demand; and they’re 
turning more and more to safety measures to 
help them do so. 

How? 

Well, for one thing—and here’s a point for 
other trade groups to consider thoughtfully— 
the brass mills have learned to cooperate 
through the Copper & Brass Research Associa- 
tion safety committee. 

That’s important. It means that individual 
plant managements and safety directors don’t 
have to learn, slowly and disastrously, the hard 
way. It means that when one mill has an acci- 
dent, or finds a cure for a particular hazard, all 
brass mills can quickly benefit by the lesson. 

Basically, the Association safety committee 
and the individual mill managements work to- 
gether to establish what T. E. Veltfort, Associa- 
tion manager, calls “an atmosphere of safety.” 


FEATURE 


This atmosphere, Veltfort admits, is the most 
difficult to achieve, yet the most effective, of all 
the means taken by the brass mill industry to 
prevent accidents. 

The atmosphere is created by the local mills, 
which are encouraged by the Association to use 
every possible method to drive home to em- 
ployees the need for safety and its value. 


Safety Improves 
Plant Public Relations 


The Association points out that safety pro- 
duces good public relations for industrial plants. 
Accidents, it tells managements, disrupt worker 
morale, create hardship and sorrow for em- 
ployees and their families. That can build up 
hard feelings in the community as a whole. It’s 
hard to keep up production, sales, and profits 
under such conditions.

“An atmosphere of safety is the most effective 


of all means taken by brass mills to stop accidents” 
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MONTHLY QUESTIONNAIRES are sent by the 

Copper & Brass Research Association to its 

members, asking for safety statistics. The tab- 

ulated results are then distributed to the mem- 
ber brass mills. Reports indicate relative plant positions safety-wise, man-hours 
worked, number of disabling injuries, and frequency rates. Only a code symbol 
(known exclusively to the plant it represents) identifies each mill. 


Here’s an example of how the Association 
set-up wcrks: 

The safety committee recommends to all mills 
that they make regular checks of old and new 
machinery to find out what hazards may exist 
in machine construction, design, and operation. 

The engineering department of each mill has 
the job of learning about such dangers. Plant 
management passes on the Association recom- 
mendation to its engineers, therefore. 

If a machine hazard is found, the engineers 
recommend the safety measures that must be 
taken to lick it. 

Plant management sends on the engineers’ 
suggestions to the Copper & Brass Research As- 


sociation. The Association sees that every mem- 
ber company receives the information. 

Many possible accidents thus are prevented 
from happening at all. Member mills benefit 
from reduced accident frequency—it dropped, 
for the whole industry, about 16% between 
1953 and the end of 1954—from lower compen- 
sation costs, from uninterrupted production. 

Another illustration: 

Rolling mills have become highly mechanized. 
At the modern brass mill, for example, are man- 
saver hoists, acres of conveyors, elevators, up- 
enders, automatic winders, and tail breakers. 

While installation of this equipment cut down 
some hazards, it created new ones. Men had to

learn different working methods. They had to 
look out for dangers where dangers hadn’t ex- 
isted before. 

However, with all Copper & Brass Research 
Association members sharing their safety ex- 
periences, industrial changes like the one that 
has struck rolling mills can take place with few 
injuries—many fewer than would occur if each 
plant had to find out for itself where new dan- 
gers lie. 


Association Safety Work 
Must Go on Continuously 


The safety committee of the Association is a 
permanent group. It meets regularly to review 
member company safety problems. Since about 
50 brass mills are actively working on accident 
prevention, these problems are both varied and 
plentiful. 

The.committee concerns itself especially with 
the problems common to all plants. This year, 
for instance, it has been making a series of sur- 
veys on typical brass mill hazards. 

People from the committee who are well 
qualified for looking into specific safety situa- 
tions have been assigned by the committee 
chairman to outline exactly what steps should 
be taken to eliminate or reduce mill hazards. 
As the recommendations are completed, the 
committee passes them on to Association mem- 
bers. 


Plant Safety Programs 
Given Zip by Association 


One by-product of the safety committee’s 
work has been its tendency to put extra zip into 
plant safety programs. To pep up the competitive 
spirit among brass mill managements, the com- 
mittee awards nine prizes for successful safety 
programs every year. 

Mills are divided into three classes, according 
to the number of man-hours worked. That keeps 
the judging statistically fair. Both office and 
production workers are counted. 

Awards are presented to winning plants at the 
annual Association meetings. One award is 
given for outstanding achievement (meaning 
the lowest frequency rate) in each class. An 
award of merit is given the two mills in every 
class that stand second and third best.

LANS — or the lack of them — may have 
onal a lot of safety directors from mak- 
ing use of what is probably the best visual train- 
ing aid ever developed for teaching workers the 
hazards of incorrect lifting — the mechanical 
man. 


Sometimes the safety director can’t find plans 
at all. Sometimes he finds plans so complicated 
they can’t be understood. And sometimes plans 
call for special or expensive gadgets that put 
them ’way out of his price range. 


Jay E. McKinley, safety director of the Tap- 
pan Stove Company, Mansfield, Ohio, got fed 
up with all the usual complications involved in 


building a demonstration robot. Finally, with 
an idea he picked up (from what source, he 
can’t recall), he designed the simple, inexpen- 
sive, easy-to-build manikin illustrated here. 

As McKinley tells it, results were wonderful. 
“In addition,” he says, “to lessening back in- 
juries and hernias, the ‘man’ seemed to spark 
our entire safety program. We moved the de- 
vice from department to department and let the 
workers operate it themselves.”

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ET’S FACE IT. Being a safety man isn’t a soft 

touch. There are too few problems in to- 
day’s industry that can be solved by one, simple 
answer. And each safety man probably thinks 
he has the toughest job of all. 

Perhaps only a few men have real claim to 
that idea, however. Often unnoticed, constantly 
beset by operational changes requiring new 
safeguards, dealing with some of the most haz- 
ardous materials known, they’re the safety di- 
rectors in chemical research and development 
laboratories. 

To get some idea of what these men face and 
to see some of the answers they’ve come up with 
follow along as we take a look at what happens 
to a chemical laboratory safety director and his 
plant when it is struck by the danger he fears 
most—leaking poisonous gas. 

Place: A research and development section of 
a nation-wide chemical company; the labora- 
tories are engaged in development of products 
whose manufacture requires extensive use of 
two of the deadliest gases: hydrogen cyanide 
and phosgene. Also used in abundance: acry- 
lonitrate and sulphur dioxide, plus other secret 
(and dangerous) materials.

The air inside the safety director’s office was 
suddenly rent by the blast of the alarm horn. As 
the sound reached him, the safety man shot a 
glance up to the signal board that indicated 
through red light bulbs which of the buildings 
was affected. 

The light pointed to the processing building, 
‘where tall vats and process tanks reach up 
through all three floors. The safety man groaned. 
That’s where the hydrogen cyanide and phosgene 
were being used. 

While he was grabbing his breathing equip- 
ment off the coat rack, picked men from the 
maintenance and outside storage departments 
were quickly fitting into familiar slots, familiar 
through constant training and drills. The direc- 
tor’s hurried exit from the office and run to the 
processing building were matched step by step 
by emergency crews from other departments, all 
converging on the stricken building. 
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One crew wheeled a 150-pound dry chemical 
fire extinguisher toward the main entrance. 
Other crews took positions in hose houses, ready 
to reel out fire hose in case it was needed. Run- 
ners took assigned places; they would be invalu- 
able if standard communications should fail. 

When the alarm sounded, men inside the pro- 
cessing building shut off their operations and 
headed for fire escapes. In less than 30 seconds 
they had shut down and evacuated all three 
floors. 

Now, as the safety director pounded down the 
walk toward them, the men stood talking among 
themselves. From a distance he could tell there 
had been no panic, a good sign in itself. 

He stopped beside the supervisor of the proces- 
sing building. The supervisor explained that as 
one of the operating technicians worked on tub- 
ing between two cylinders of hydrogen cyanide, 
the tubing broke loose for an instant and a small 
amount of the deadly gas escaped. 

The technician had been able to close the 
shut-off valve before too much gas had escaped; 
but with hydrogen cyanide, you don’t play games. 
The technician had paused in his rush out the

fire escape to push the gas alarm button at the 
right of the door frame. 

For each of the three shifts, six men had been 
especially trained by the plant doctor in admin- 
istering first aid to people overcome by toxic 
chemicals. They had been taught how to give a 
hypodermic injection; administer artificial res- 
piration; and handle routine treatment for cuts, 
bruises, and broken bones. 

The crew working this day shift examined the 
exposed technician and wrapped him in blankets. 
As far as they could tell, he was physically okay, 
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tions, air masks that operate off 
plant air and face shields in readily 
accessible locations, 


if a little shaken; but they stayed by his side 
until the doctor arrived—just in case. 

The safety director stopped to talk with the 
technician. Satisfied with the man’s condition 
and with how the line break had occurred, the 
director, with the superintendent of the building 
and the superintendent of the maintenance de- 
partment, donned breathing equipment. Armed 
with explosimeters, carbon monoxide testers, and 
special hydrogen cyanide testing apparatus, the 
three men entered the processing building. 

Inside, the building was quiet. Through mazes 
of yellow, orange, blue, green, and rep pipes, 
tubing, and machines, the three gas-masked 
men moved, testing, probing, checking, noting 
on clip boards anything out of the ordinary. 

Outside, bright sun warmed the men waiting 
on the lawn; but inside, it was cold. The safety 
man’s hands were clammy inside his rubber 
gloves. 

At the scene of the gas leak, the probers grew 
even more cautious. As they all knew, hydrogen 
cyanide is so deadly that one drop in contact with 
bare skin may cause almost instantaneous death. 

The line break had occurred on the third floor.

By the time the men got there, almost all the 
gas had been harmlessly dissipated into the out- 
side air through the open, explosion-proof win- 
dows. If it had been winter, they would have had 
to start the emergency exhaust fans; but on that 
afternoon it wasn’t necessary. 

The maintenance supervisor carefully studied 
the defective tubing and took notes on what 
would be needed for repair. The safety man and 
the processing department supervisor finished 
checking the third floor. As soon as their jobs 
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A RESPONSIBILITY of all safety directors 
is seeing to it that emergency showers and 
eye-wash fountains are not only provided 
where needed, but are installed correctly as 
well. This article gives installation data. 


LTHOUGH no official codes exist governing 

the installation of emergency showers and 
eye-wash stations, several companies have es- 
tablished standards for installations within 
their own buildings. 

From these independently developed installa- 
tions has come a set of guides which can be used 
successfully by most industrial firms. Even 
though your plant may have already put in 
emergency showers and eye-wash fountains, it 
will pay you to compare your set-up with the 
recommended installations. 

Typical shower installations are from either 
overhead or underfloor mains, depending on 
layout of plant utilities. The supply main may 
be run on the same utility rack with other ser- 
vices as long as nearby piping services do not 
transmit excessive heat to the shower or eye-

wash line. Also, it is suggested that lines do not 
cross large heated areas, because water standing 
for long periods in such lines will become hot. 

If there is no way to avoid a route crossing 
heated areas, there are two ways to keep the 
water cool. One way is to insulate the piping 
and the other is to bleed the far end of the line 
to cause circulation in the system. Where the 
circulation system is used, high water costs 
often dictate using the bled-off water for other 
purposes, such as for flush bowls. 

Where the nature of the construction pro- 
hibits underground runs of service pipe, ele- 
vated lines are acceptable, provided they are 
sufficiently insulated against freezing. 

Where extremely cold conditions may exist, 
a copper tracer can be wrapped around the line

SAFETY SHOULD BE BOSS 


ry \HE wea that “production is the boss” is 
l wrong. 

That’s the flat statement of L. C. Hatch, M. D., 
medical director of Goodyear ae & Rubber 
Company, Akron, Ohio. 

The statement isn’t empty siobil It’s found- 
ed on Goodyear’s own experience. 

Figures are cold on paper, but they’re some- 
times warming for management. Goodyear’s 
figures are, for instance. 

Over the last 10 years, rubber industry acci- 
dent frequency and severity rates have dropped 
50% on the over-all average. At Goodyear’s 
many plants, the drop has been 60%. 

The five-point program outlined for Occupa- 
TIONAL Hazarps by Dr. Hatch is perhaps the 
main reason for this difference. The program— 
which is really a statement of principles put 


into constant action by Goodyear itself—is this: 

1. Production should not be boss of opera- 
tions. Management should control production, 
not the other way ’round. 

2. Industrial medicine is a means of accident 
prevention, not just a job placement and di- 
sease-prevention method. On the other hand, 
the safety program is preventive medicine. 

3. Labor—meaning both plant unions and in- 
dividual workers—should be persuaded to fol- 
low rulings of the medical department, and 
should not. be permitted to by-pass them. 

4. Job transfers within a company never 
should be made until a physical re-examination 
of the employees involved has been made, nor 
until approval of the transfers has been given 
by the medical department.

or it can run parallel under a single insulating 
cover. Be sure that the hot condensate is dis- 
charged well out of range of the shower head. 

When showers are connected to underground 
runs, the valve should be placed in a wood or 
concrete launder below the frost line and actu- 
ated by linkage ending near the shower head. 
The foot valve is self-draining after each oper- 
ation. 

On chemical plant docks where spillage is a 
great hazard, the valve may be placed indoors 
and operated by remote means either through 
rod linkage, as with an underground installa- 
tion, or through a cable led through metal con- 
duit having curves of long radii. See Figure 1. 

While the installation in itself does not re- 
quire much technical knowledge, there is some 
element of skill required to install a shower 
correctly. Use of “hammer-mechanics” for this 
sort of job usually results in a Rube Goldberg 
arrangement of pipes, chains, and levers that 
might prove worse than having no installation 
at all. 

Scrap piping and fittings may be all right for 
certain jobs, but when it comes to putting in a 
safety shower, nothing but the best hot-dipped, 
galvanized pipe should be used. Caution should 
be taken to use the correct pipe sizes. No section 
should be less than 1” inside diameter. This size

PROPER PIPE SIZE is important in providing an ample sup- 
ply of water to emergency showers. This graph shows dis- 
charge rate in gallons per minute in proportion to water 
pressure in the lines. 


is necessary to provide ample supply of water in 
proportion to water pressure. See Figure 1. 

Pipe ends should be thoroughly reamed when 
field cuts are made, otherwise the flow of water 
through the pipe may eventually be restricted 
because of the formation of rust. 

All threads should be well coated with the 
best in the newer pipe dopes which set up hard, 
are rust-resistant, and serve as lubricants to in- 
sure complete run-in of the threads into a 
sleeve or fitting. 

Whenever possible the line should be ex- 
tended from the main building service to insure 
uninterrupted flow in emergencies. Shower 
lines should be given the same healthy respect 
given sprinkler systems. In very large buildings 
a main and several branches will be needed, 
with each transverse line being supplied with 
a brass shut-off valve, or preferably a gate-type 
valve. 

All valves should be properly labeled to in- 
sure identification in times of emergency so as 
to eliminate the possibility of accidental water 
shut-off. Self-sticking labels are available for 
this purpose. 

One manufacturer of emergency shower 
equipment recommends placing emergency 
showers in indoor installations over every door- 
way, whether the door opens into a closet, an- 
other room, or hallway. In this way, an individ- 
ual knows there is a safety shower at every 
doorway and he loses no precious time in trying 
to locate relief. 

Emergency shower heads should be located 
about seven feet above the floor and should be 
painted or otherwise marked with highly visible 
striping. Usually red and white are the colors 
used. Another way to make the shower location 
stand out is to install a constantly burning 
green-tinted light built over the shower head.

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The most important require- 
ment is that a sufficient num- 
ber of showers are installed 
for the number of persons ex- 
posed. Unfortunately, there 
is no guide number to help 
you determine what this ratio 
should be, probably because 
each plant has conditions and 
equipment that make its re- 
quirements different from 
any other. 

(One major chemical firm 
has installed one shower for 
every 15 employees exposed 
to the hazard.) 

Before determining the 
number of showers, careful 
consideration should be given 
to the hazards involved, and 
to the number of persons like- 
ly to be affected by any one 
accident. 

While most plant layout 
men arrange the shower loca- 
tion to coincide with the floor 
drain, this is not a must. Lack 
of a floor drain may result ina 
little mopping-up after usage, 
but this is more than offset by 
the benefit of having suffici- 
ent showers, drained or not. 


Some Inspectors “Bag” 
Accumulated Rust 


In several large plants in- 
spectors make monthly checks 
of the showers by placing a 
circular plastic bag over the 
shower head when the shower 
is actuated. The resulting gal- 
lon or so of water tends to re- 
move accumulated rust and is 
easily dumped in a sink. 

Experience has shown that 
using chains to actuate show- 
ers is not always the best an- 
swer. It has been found that 
chains often rust soon after 
installation because of corro- 
sive atmospheres, thus becom- 
ing unreliable when needed. 
One solution is to use nylon 
rope with the end fashioned 
into an ornamental “Turk’s 
Head” which is easily grasped 
from any side.

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drinking water fountain as is 
done in some congested shops. 

Makers of this equipment 
recommend, however, that 
eyewash stations always be 
connected to sewers. This ar- 
rangement makes it much 
easier for a safety inspector 
to double check the operation 
of the fountain to make sure it 
will work properly when re- 
quired. 

The eye-wash fountain is 
most frequently connected to 
the emergency shower line be- 
cause of the assured water 
supply. One advantage to 
hooking the eye-wash station 
up to a regular drinking foun- 
tain is that you are always 
sure of getting clear, fresh 
water for washing the eyes. 

Use of the emergency show- 
ers and eye-wash fountains is 
recommended for at least 15 
minutes after contact. Medical 
attention should be sought im- 
mediately. After flushing, re- 
maining traces of acid may be 
neutralized with baking 
soda; alkalies, with vinegar. 

To avoid chills, a blanket 
should be provided an indiv- 
idual after he leaves the 
shower. Blankets or other 
suitable warm material should 
be stored adjacent to all 
shower installations. e e

5. Opinions expressed by 
workers’ family physicians 
should not be allowed to over- 
rule the opinions of plant doc- 
tors. 

No amount of money poured 
into either the plant safety 
program or the plant medical 
program will do much good, 
in Hatch’s view, unless these 
five points are continually ob- 
served. 


Production 
Should Be Bossed 


Point 1 needs some explana- 
tion. Production, Hatch be- 
lieves, shouldn’t be boss; pro- 
duction should be bossed. 

What Hatch means is this: 

In some plants, safety rules 
and the regulations set down 
by the medical departments 
are ignored by foremen when- 
ever they are pressured by top 
brass to speed up production. 
The result almost always is 
the same—a sharp, expensive 
increase in the number and 
severity of on-the-job injuries. 

In these plants, production 
is the boss. 

Goodyear, however, has 
found that it pays to let safety 
and medical department deci- 
sions stand, even when those 
decisions apparently stand in 
the way of increased produc- 
tion. Foremen are expected to 
enforce safety and medical 
rules no matter what produc- 
tion demands may be — and 
top management goes right 
along with that enforcement.

Point 2 poses some interest- 
ing problems in cooperation. 
Hatch refers to the medical 
director of one large Eastern 
company who told him, “The 
medical department should 
keep out of safety, and I'll 
make certain that the safety 
department keeps out of 
medicine.” t 


That attitude, Hatch feels, 


is as wrong as the notion that 
production should be boss. At 
Goodyear, Hatch and J. T. 
Kidney, safety director, work 
together beautifully. There’s 
one thing though: the medical 
department determines, once 
and for all, whether any em- 
ployee is physically fit to han- 
dle a given job safely; the 
safety department determines 
what the physical needs for 
that job are, and what pro- 
tective devices and methods 
are required for it.

Corporation 
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This line drawn between 
the work of the safety depart- 
ment and the medical depart- 
ment is vital, in Hatch’s es- 
timation. He believes that 
medical men should always 
have control over employee 
placement, that safety men 
should always have control 


over setting requirements for 
jobs. 

Why? 

Well, suppose the safety de- 
partment has found that a 
man must be capable of doing 
heavy lifting on a given job. 
That determination is really 
preventive medicine — it’s a 
way of preventing an injury 
or a heart attack on the part 
of someone who isn’t physic- 
ally up to the work. 

The medical department, on 
the other hand, establishes 
that a worker who has been 
suggested for assignment to 
the job has a history of back 
trouble, of hernia, or of heart 
trouble. It refuses to allow 
the assignment. That’s acci- 
dent prevention. 


Labor Needs 
Persuasion 


Organized labor needs to be 
brought more completely into 
the medical-safety picture at 
this point, Hatch thinks. 

Union stewards and officers 
must be persuaded to go 
along, for the welfare of their 
members, with medical de- 
partment rulings. Sometimes, 
simply through misunder- 
standing, they have not—they 
have tried, instead, to get 
medical limitations lifted for 
union members who have 
complained about the rulings 
made by plant physicians. 

Such limitations, as union 
men are more and more com- 
ing to appreciate, are not ar- 
bitrary; they are imposed to 
help workers—to keep them 
from hurting themselves and 
others, and to keep them in as 
good health as possible. 

This leads, too, to Point 4 
in the Hatch program—the 
matter of job transfers. 

Union members and their 
leaders sometimes get notes 
from family doctors saying 
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that the members are quite 
well enough to handle jobs 
from which they have been 
barred by plant medical de- 
partment rulings. This is es- 
pecially important in the rub- 
ber industry, whose labor 
contracts generally call for al- 
lowing. workers to transfer 
back and forth among jobs 
without loss of seniority. 

Maybe an employee has 
been physically qualified for 
his old job, but he isn’t able 
safely to handle the new one 
he wants and for which—un- 
der the union contract—he is 
eligible. So the medical de- 
partment says no to his trans- 
fer. The worker secures a note 
from his own doctor which 
says, in effect, that the worker 
is quite well enough to handle 
the new job. 

Often, such a note is the 
product of pressure. The fam- 
ily physician wants to main- 
tain his own practice, and he 
relies on the plant physician 
to overrule him. The family 
doctor thu. keeps his patient’s 
good will, without doing the 
patient any harm. 

The harm comes when work- 
ers and unions, or foremen 
and supervisors, succeed in 
getting around the plant med- 
ical department ruling on the 
basis of the family doctor’s 
note. Then the worker is wide 
open to an accident—and the 
company to an unnecessary 
compensation claim. 

There’s a final word of 
warning from Hatch: man- 
agements should ‘‘crack 
down” hard on employees and 
foremen who cover up for 
workers who report drunk on 
the job. 

Hatch can point to a lot of 
case histories to back up his 
warning. He can tell of men 
who have reported to work so 
drunk they couldn’t stay 
awake—and who consequent- 
ly involved themselves or oth- 
ers in accidents. 

The same warning applies 
to men who report sick on the 
job. They’re ripe for accidents 
—for lost pay, for boosting 
compensation costs, for injur- 
ing others as well as them- 
selves. + ¢

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both job efficiency and work- 
er safety. The worker who 
lacks these aptitudes is a two- 
way risk. 

The over-qualified worker 
is just as much a hazard as 
the worker on the other end of 
the qualification scale. He will 
learn a job rapidly and per- 
form excellently for perhaps 
two months. By that time, 
however, the routine and de- 
tail of the job will wear him 
down, and he will tend to be- 
come careless. 


“OQ” Worker Soon Gets 
Bored, Makes Trouble 


For him the job will lose its 
challenge; it will become 
repetitive, boring, and lacking 
in stimulation. The end result 
is an over-qualified employee 
who has become as inefficient 
and even more dissatisfied, 
troublesome, and annoying 
than an under-qualified 
worker. 

Then too, the over-qualified 
worker is an accident risk be- 
cause he is so easily distracted. 
The degree of seriousness runs 
from the type of worker who 
simply doesn’t care any more 
to the employee who shows 
obvious nervous symptoms 
due to his job frustrations. In 
either case, the employer 
stands to lose. 

Another way to spot acci- 
dent-prone workers is through 
their biographical histories. 
These personal backgrounds 
can be picked up through the 
application blank and ques- 
tioning by the interviewer. 
Lately, the trend has been to- 
ward the use of the multiple- 
choice, weighted - application 
blank. 

This type of application 
blank has over 100 questions 
set up in multiple-choice 
form. The job applicant selects 
the best answer to a question 
concerning himself from four 
possible choices. (See sample 
questions in Chart II.) 
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Each of the four answers is 
assigned a numerical weight. 
On the basis of an applicant’s 
answers to the questions, he 
receives a weighted score. 
Scores are obtained for seven 
biographical fields: job stabil- 
ity; job experience; education- 
al background; financial ma- 
turity; general health and 
physical conditions; family 
background; domestic situa- 
tion; and outside activities. 


The health and physical con- 
dition section has_ several 
direct questions pertaining to 
accident proneness which 
should be especially noted by 
the interviewer. 


Financial immaturity, job 
instability, poor health habits, 
disturbed home situation, and 
lack of outside activities are 
biography habit patterns 
which can act as direct or in- 
direct causes of accidents. 

The importance of giving a 
physical examination to pros- 
pective employees is too well 
known to discuss further, ex- 
cept to suggest that reaction 


time and resistance to fatigue 
be given greater attention, 
particularly for jobs requir- 
ing heavy labor. (For fur- 
ther data on physical examin- 
ations, see “Let Safety Con- 
trol Placement” in this issue.) 


Personality Traits Get 
More Attention 


A subject in the psycholog- 
ical field receiving more and 
more attention is that of per- 
sonality or temperament. 
Tests are now available to 
measure an applicant’s per- 
sonality in 16 basic factors or 
in combinations of these fac- 
tors. The personality struc- 
ture of an employee contrib- 
utes quite a bit to his being 
either accident or  safety- 
prone. 

Six of the 16 factors have 
shown up in studies as indica- 
tors of a person who is an ac- 
cident risk because of his tem- 
perament. The employee with 
a personality problem will 
show emotional instability. He 


will be easily frustrated. He 
will tire easily. 

He will be undependable 
and fickle, and will probably 
go to pieces in an emergency. 
He will show signs of anxiety 
and insecurity and will have 
periods of moodiness. Control 
of his emotions, consideration 
for others, and care for equip- 
ment will be beyond his 
reach. He will be nervous, ex- 
citable, and restless. 


These traits are best evalu- 
ated by a standardized per- 
sonality test, since the job 
applicant is usually on his best 
behavior in an interview and 
takes care not to show any 
traits which might hinder his 
chances for a job. It may be 
months before these traits can 
be spotted, in his job perform- 
ance, and by then it may be 
too late. 


The last part needed to pre- 
dict and control accident 
proneness is the proper oper- 
ation and administration of 
the company itself. Usually a 
safety director doesn’t get in-

picture, but because of the im- 
portant part proper adminis- 
tration plays in keeping acci- 
dents down, it might be a good 
thing if all safety directors be- 
gan to take a more active in- 
terest in the subject. 


Four Administrative Steps 
To Accident Prevention 


Every company manage- 
ment owes it to itself, as well 
as to its employees, to con- 
sider these four major areas of 
accident prevention through 
proper administration: 

1. The physical aspects of 
the factory, such as safety 
equipment, safety guards, 
noise, and other disturbance 
protection and controls. 

2. The psychological aspects 
of the work, such as continual 
stresses, tensions, and pres- 
sures in work load or super- 
vision. 

3. Proper training for acci- 
dent-risk jobs before a worker 
is placed on his own. 

4. Scientific and systematic 
personnel policies in such 
matter as salary administra- 
tion, piece work or incentive 
pay plans, transfers and pro- 
motions, merit rating, and 
other methods to satisfy the 
worker’s drives for recogni- 
tion, security, self-knowledge, 
and the opportunity to de- 
velop. 


Tests Are Easily Given 
By Company Personnel 


Three of the listed methods 
for stopping accidents involve 
psychological testing. It takes 
about a half-hour for a com- 
pany to give, score, and in- 
terpet the tests described. The 
whole thing can be done with- 
in the company itself, either 
by the personnel department 
in a large firm or by an exec- 
utive’s secretary in a small 
firm. 

The test scores give inform- 
ation both for accident pre- 
vention and for correct work- 
er placement. Predicting job 
efficiency and accident prone- 
ness should never be tried 
solely on the basis of the in- 
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terview—there are too many 
variables left completely un- 
controlled. 

One other thing: Consider- 
ing the company’s costs for 
every accident, plus its regu- 
lar personnel costs for mis- 
placed and inefficient em- 
ployees, the psychological 
tests and other scientific tools 
for personnel evaluation make 
a lot of profit-loss sense. Try 
it; you'll see. e e

Warns Against Giving Only 
Sketchy Facts To Workers 


Management can make the 
mistake of communicating too 
often and too long with em- 
ployees, Dr. Alan A. McLean of 
Cornell University told the 
House Magazine Institute. 

“When facts are poorly ex- 
plained,” he declared, “the 
reader is allowed to develop all 
his own implications and build 
up fantasies concerning the sit- 
uation which meet his individ- 
ual needs. When facts are 
sketchily presented but over- 
played, it is apt to produce 
rather than allay suspicion 
among employees.” 

Too many executives think, 
McLean insisted, that words al- 
ways are understood just as 
they were meant, even without 
face-to-face conversations. Act- 
ually, many people have a “will 
to misunderstand, to misinter- 
pret, and to distort.” 

The one who is accident- 
prone usually is less mature, 
emotionally or mentally, than 
others. Yet, said McLean, this 
type of person is the one that 
needs the safety program most. 

“Teaching techniques must 
take care to avoid moral jud- 
ment or to suggest that it’s 
good to obey safety rules and 
bad to ignore them,” McLean 
concluded. “To link safety be- 
havior with morals is to risk a 
negative response, especially 
from the unstable individual.” 
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TOO TRUE! 


There was the customer 
who walked into a shoe store, 
pulled up his pants legs, and 
demanded safety shoes for his 
artificial feet. They were 
worth $350, said the customer: 
and while any injury to them 
wouldn’t mean pain, it would 
produce a lot of financial an- 
guish. 

“If,” asks Safety Slants, “it 
is worth-while to protect a set 
of artificial toes, what about 
a set of real toes?”

of dry chemical between them 
and the fire so they can get 
close enough to the blaze to 
permit effective extinguish- 
ing. Then he sends other men 
up against the combined 
blazes with dry chemical ex- 
tinguishers. 

After these fires are put out, 
Talcott takes time to explain 
just what it is about dry 
chemical extinguishers that 
makes them  so_ effective 
against this kind of fire. 

He tells it this way: “All 
these dry chemical extin- 
guishers contain is baking 
soda with moisture-resistant 
chemical additives. When the 
dry chemical is distributed 
over the fire, it doesn’t allow 
oxygen to get to the fire, and 
fire must have oxygen in or- 
der to keep burning. Then too, 
the combination of baking 
soda and heat produces car- 
bon dioxide. This, plus the 
smothering effect of the bak- 
ing soda, does the trick.” 


Pressurized Gasoline 
Fires Demonstrated 


Pressurized gasoline fires 
are next on the program. 
Through simple piping, Tal- 
cott pumps gasoline out of 
either the vertical or horizon- 
tal jets, controlling the direc- 
tion by simple hand valves. 
These fires are to simulate 
breaks in gasoline lines. Tal- 
cott directs different members 
of the audience in extinguish- 
ing these fires. 

Once the audience has the 
hang of it, Talcott moves to 
the broken flange set-up 
which throws flaming gaso- 
line in several directions. 
Again he explains the method 
of fighting the fire, and then 
lets several men actually put 
the fire out. 

The propane tanks come 
next. Talcott rigged up a 
stand for two tanks positioned

Talcott explains what kind 
of fire and noise to expect, 
goes through a mock-up show-

a worker, and tells him to go 
to it. This is repeated several 
times. 

The vertical jet is handled 
in the same way.

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jet. He points out that this is 
to demonstrate fighting gas 
fires in confined areas where 
the gas under pressure 
bounces against a nearby sur- 
face. He goes through the 
motions to show how it’s done, 
lights the jet, and lets the men 
take over themselves. 

Instead of ruining an elec- 
tric motor for each demonstra- 
tion, Talcott uses an old motor 
that is worn out. He douses 
it with gasoline and explains 
that the resulting fire is close 
enough to what workers 
would experience to allow 
them to put it out. He gives 
different men vaporizing li- 
quid and five-pound CO, ex- 
tinguishers for this purpose. 


“Booby Trap” 
Saved for Last 


Talcott saves the “booby 
trap” for last, figuring that by 
this time his audience has be- 
come a little over-confident 
with the use of dry chemical 
fire extinguishers. This “boo- 
by trap” consists of half a 
50-gallon drum cut length- 
wise, which is set on a steel 
table. Holes are cut both in 
the side of the drum and in 
the top of the table to permit 
gasoline to drain slowly out 
of the drum onto the table top 
and down underneath on the 
ground. 

Talcott sends a man after 
this fire with a dry chemical 
extinguisher. Despite his ef- 
forts, the fire keeps right on 
burning. Talcott then sends 
two men against the fire and 
instructs them to direct their 
dry chemical from opposite 
sides. This method, Talcott 
says, is the only way he’s ever 
been able to get this type of 


_fire extinguished. 


Before ending the demon- 
stration, Talcott cautions the 
workers by stating: “We don’t 
advocate extinguishing a gas 
line break fire if the fire is not 
causing any damage until 
someone can get to the valve 
and shut the gas line down.

valve or make temporary re- 
pair.” 

Talcott’s responsibilities 
don’t end with these fire dem- 
onstrations. In the huge, 
sprawling plant Talcott keeps 
watch over 85 different 
sprinkler systems. In these 
systems are 12 wet lines and 
73 dry pipe systems. Each sys- 
tem is inspected seven days a 
week, 365 days a year, year in 
and year out. 

Talcott’s men (he has four) 
check air pressure in the dry 
pipe valves, add air if neces- 
sary, try the alarm, take read- 
ing of the water pressure both 
at the start and at the correct- 
ed level, and check the sprink- 
ler control valves. 

Within the buildings are 
over 800 hand fire extinguish- 
ers ranging from one-quart 
water units to 150-pound dry 


chemical extinguishers. How 
Talcott’s men check these ex- 
tinguishers monthly is shown 
on page 38. 

On standard 3” x 5” cards, 
Talcott lists every hand ex- 
tinguisher in the buildings. 
The extinguisher’s serial num- 
ber, manufacturer, type, size, 
building number, department 
number, and station number 
are all recorded on these 
cards. When one of Talcott’s 
men goes out to check extin- 
guishers, he takes the cards 
with him and pencils in the 
date of the monthly inspec- 
tion. 

A master list containing all 
the information on all extin- 
guishers is kept in Talcott’s 
file, just in case one of the 
small cards should be lost. 
Taleott also has entered on 
cards the measured location 


of all underground sprinkler 
main valves. Distances are 
taken from two immovable 
objects so that these import- 
ant valves can be quickly 
found even though three feet 
of snow covers the ground. 


Each year Talcott’s crew 
flushes the headers and cross 
mains on several sprinkler 
systems. Over a five-year 
period, every system is thus 
checked. As additional in- 
formation, Talcott keeps re- 
cords of all repairs made on 
each sprinkler system. 


What does all this mean for 
Diamond Alkali? Well, be- 
cause of Talcott’s fire preven- 
tion program and because of 
his thorough maintenance sys- 
tem, the company is able to 
save two-thirds of the amount 
it was paying to cover small 
fires. Formerly Diamond Al- 
kali was plagued with numer- 
ous small fires that kept in- 
surance premiums high, but 
recently its insurance com- 
pany permitted it to take out 
a higher deductible policy. e e

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the safety director found that 
he no longer had a job and 
that the safety program was 
cancelled. Period. 

“A shattered dream... fu- 
tile effort . . . wasted years 
... ” These were his bitter 
thoughts. 

He was actually saying 
goodby to his friends in the 
plant when the company pres- 
ident learned of his dismissal 
and personally asked him to 
stay. 

It’s hard tw pack up and 
leave for a new job when you 
have a wife and famly to care 
for. So he stayed, only now 
he had to split his time be- 
tween safety and shipping. At 
least that’s what the memor- 
andum said. 

As he learned to his sorrow, 
the memorandum meant lit- 
tle. He found he could spend 
no more than perhaps two 
hours a day on safety work be- 
cause shipping duties cut so 
much into his day. In order 
to give even two hours to 
safety, he worked overtime 
without pay. His wife seldom 
saw him before 8 or 9 o’clock. 

The branch plant, which had 
been his Achilles heel all 
along, now had to shift pretty 
much for itself. The part-time 
safety man trained by the 
safety director had been laid 
off, and there simply was no 
chance for the safety director 
to do anything there himself. 

The new safety guards and 
equipment were still in place, 
the plant was working at a 
shadow of its former employ- 
ment, and theoretically the 
safety picture should stay as 
bright as it was in 1952. That’s 
what management thought. 

The safety director had to 
stand by and watch his 
dream come tumbling down 
around his head. That’s ex- 
actly what it did. 

By being forced to limit 
safety work to a hurried hour 
or two, by having his force of 
departmental safety men al- 
most completely eliminated 
by layoffs, by having the press 
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of other duties weigh him 
down, and by having his oper- 
ating funds become a fictiti- 
ous thing, the safety director 
saw his program quietly evap- 
orate. 

No more could personal at- 
tention be given to the small 
matters that are the founda- 
tion of a successful program. 
No more could time be given 
to answer questions, to check 
suggestions. No more steer- 
ing committee meetings. For 
that matter, no more steering 
committee. 

Employee morale was hit 
hard enough by the layoffs. 
Then, when workers realized 
that management no longer 
had their health and safety in 
mind, morale became a thing 
of the past. Those that did not 
leave complained acidly to the 
safety director, the one man 
who had done everything he 
could to make their work safe 
and secure. 

How many times did he al- 
most quit? He can’t remem- 
ber. Why did he stay? He 
says he doesn’t know. Cer- 
tainly he had little reason for 
staying. Look what happened 
to his dream. 

Although working hours 
were cut nearly 50% in 1954 
to slightly over 1,183,000 
hours, accident frequency shot 
up to 14.36, the highest it had 
been since 1948. Direct com- 
pensation costs rose from un- 
der $1,000 in 1952 to $5,678. 

These figures are for the 
main plant only. The branch 
plant was even worse. 

There, the frequency rate 
climbed from 2.06 in 1953 to 
11.45 in the following year. In 
the nine lost-time accidents 
experienced in the branch 
plant, three were permanent- 
partial. 

The safety director was 
helpless. “You can _ spread 
yourself only so thin,” he says, 
“and then if that isn’t enough, 
there’s not much you can do.” 

The state of things in the 
plant wasn’t going unnoticed, 
however. Important parties 
began taking heed of what 
was happening. Important 
parties like insurance com- 
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panies, like union officials, 
like key employees. 

The insurance company put 
pressure on the company 
president by threatening a 
rate increase of nearly half. 
Union officials made their 
displeasure known through 
grievance proceedings. Work- 
ers made individual gripes 
known to management by let- 
ters and anonymous phone 
calls. 

It didn’t take much of this 


to make management see the 
light. 

In January of this year, the 
safety director was relieved 
of his shipping department re- 
sponsibilities. He was told to 
devote his every minute to 
getting the safety program 
back into shape. Help was ex- 
tended him wherever possi- 
ble. Funds were made avail- 
able, if on a more stringent 
basis. 

The first thing he did was 
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to re-activate the dormant 
safety men in the plant. Again 
he spoke with each man per- 
sonally, assuring him that if 
everyone worked together, 
things soon would be back to 
normal. He held special meet- 
ings with foremen to enlist 
their aid. 

He personally inspected all 
departments, locating many 
instances of neglect or indif- 
ference. Machines had been 
placed where they blocked 
fire extinguishers. Stock was 
haphazardly piled in stacks 
resembling the Leaning Tow- 
er. Floors were torn up and 
unpatched. He set the main- 
tenance department to cor- 
recting these faults at once. 

He appointed a new fire bri- 
gade and began training all 
over again. He set up a new 
steering committee to meet 
every week for recommenda- 
tion purposes. He scheduled 
weekly meetings with depart- 
mental safety men. In short, 
he re-established the personal 
contact whose absence had 
caused the rise in accidents. 

Once again, figures point 
up better than anything else 
what the return of the safety 
man to full-time status has 
meant to his employer. 

The first six months of 1955 
showed a frequency drop of 
over 20% and a reduced di- 
rect compensation cost of only 
$954.00. Employees are be- 
ginning to pick up their old 
enthusiasm for the safety pro- 
gram. 

Probably as heartening as 
anything else is the fact that 
management is now fully edu- 
cated to the absolute neces- 
sity of maintaining a constant 
and efficient safety program. 

The safety director, now 
showing only a little of the 
strain he was under two years 
ago, is finding the job more to 
his liking, although there is 
much left to be done before 
he will again feel that he is a 
success. 

In one way he admits that 
he’s fortunate. It’s not every 
man who has two chances to 
see his dream come true. And 
for him, the second time is 
just around the corner. e e

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were done, the three left 
through the fire escape. 

Now, it would be merely a 
matter of sending special 
crews into the building to hose 
down the concrete floors and 
to open any windows that 
might have been closed. The 
crews would start the exhaust 
fans, just as an extra mea- 
sure. The line break would be 
repaired, and in about half an 
hour operations could start 
again. 

The safety director checked 
the technician’s condition 
again. By this time both the 
company doctor and the plant 
nurse were on hand. The tech- 
nician was in sound health; 
the safety man congratulated 
him and walked back to his 
office. 

Elapsed time: about 20 
minutes. 


As chemical company safe- 
ty directors will tell you, this 
sort of gas alarm doesn’t occur 
very frequently. Nonetheless, 
when an alarm does sound, 
there’s no time for instruc- 
tions. Procedures must be 
worked out in advance so that 
they will function perfectly 
the instant they are needed. 

Here’s how the same re- 
search laboratory used in our 
typical story has solved its 
problems. 

The safety director sees to 
it that the best training is pro- 
vided all workers. With only 
nominal control from man- 
agement, he makes any neces- 
sary expenditure for safety 
equipment. All he must do is 
show that it can reduce or 
eliminate a hazard. Cost is 
secondary. 

Besides the processing divi- 
sion, this development center 
maintains several research 
laboratories and sales_ re- 
search facilities. The safety 
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director’s jurisdiction extends 
over these operations as well. 

Some of the precautions 
taken under his directives in- 
clude mandatory wearing of 
safety glasses everywhere in- 
side the plant grounds, mand- 
atory wearing of monogoggles 
in specified areas, no smoking 
except in two “smokehouses,” 
and mandatory wearing of 
full face masks operating off 
plant air in certain operations. 


Protective Clothing 
Essential to Safety 


Laboratory personnel must 
wear rubber gloves while 
washing glassware. They 
must wear aprons and any 
other necessary protective 
clothing (furnished by the 
company) at all times, must 
carry all chemical containers 
in rubber baskets, and must 
sign for the receipt and return 
of all chemicals used. 

An emergency shower and 
an eye wash fountain are in- 
stalled throughout the plant

for every 15 to 20 employees. 
Lens-cleaning stations are lo- 
cated at each drinking foun- 
tain. At least one blanket case 
is located for easy access with- 
in each department. 

Each new employee is given 
two full days of safety indoc- 
trination by his supervisor 
before he is permitted to do 
other than the most general 
duties. Once a month each de- 
partment holds a meeting at 
which employees are shown a 
motion picture covering a 
safety topic pertinent to the 
plant’s operation. A_ short 
safety talk is given by a mem- 
ber of the department.

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rector or his assistant makes 
the rounds with gas detection 
instruments. Explosimeter 
checks are made several times 
a day in the processing de- 
partment. 

The safety director feels 
that face masks, gas masks, 
canisters, gloves, ropes, and 
blankets located in the build- 
ings might become contamin- 
ated during a gas line leak. 
For this reason he keeps aux- 
iliary equipment in a special 
cabinet in the main office 
building. 

A maintenance foreman 
must obtain a written permit 
signed by the safety director 
or his assistant before his 
crew can enter any enclosed 
space. Before he signs the 
permit, the safety director 
must be shown satisfactory 
results from tests made with 
a carbon monoxide tester, an 
explosimeter, and oxygen de- 
ficiency testing equipment. 


60 Men In 
Fire Brigade 


Some 60 men comprise the 
plant fire brigade. Taken from 
the processing and mainten- 
ance departments, these men 
are given a 10-hour course in 
fire-fighting. One hour a 
week for 10 weeks is devoted 
to lectures, demonstrations of 
fire extinguishers, and motion 
pictures. 

At the end of the training

a week the departments are 
inspected and rated. 

Written notice of any house- 
keeping fault is given to the 
foreman of the area con- 
cerned. To insure that the 
condition is cleaned up, a 
time limit is laid down.

his supervisor. The safety di- 
rector says the system really 
gets things done in a hurry. 
Speed in housekeeping is of 
major importance in chemical 
handling operations. Slopped

Arizona Increases Its 


Occupational Disease Benefits 

THE OCCUPATIONAL disease law of Arizona has 
been amended to increase maximum compen- 
sation for disability to $40 per week, with a 
maximum total of $7,500. 

Death benefits go up to $25 per week, plus $5 
each for a second or third dependent. Total 
death benefits may not exceed $7,500. 

The medical expense allowance provides up 
to $1,000 for the totally disabled and up to $500 
for all others. Burial allowance is now $300. 


Illinois Has 

More Benefits 

AMENDMENTs to the Illinois workmen’s compen- 
sation laws have produced numerous changes in 
benefits: compensation payable to an employee 
who suffers non-fatal injuries and who earns 
less than $30 per week is increased from 75% of 
wages plus an additional 26-2/3% to 75% of 
wages plus an additional 324%; maximum 
weekly compensation payments were increased 
from between $29 and $38 to between $34 and 
$40 in accordance with the number of depend- 
ents, and the minimum weekly compensation 
payments were increased from between $14.25 
and $26.60 to between $16.75 and $28.50; the 
amount payable to the special fund in case of 
complete loss or loss of use of certain members 
was increased from $100 to $200. 


Burial Expenses 


increased in South Carolina 

THE AMOUNT payable for burial expenses to de- 
pendents of an employee killed in an industrial 
accident has been increased in South Carolina 
from $200 to $400. 


Chiropractic Care 


Approved by Delaware 

An AMENDMENT to the Delaware workmen’s 
compensation act provides that compensation 
will be paid for chiropractic services rendered 
for a compensable injury or occupational di- 
sease. 

Another amendment provides these changes 
in benefits: the amount of compensation paid for 
partial disabilities increased from 60% to 66- 
2/3% of wages; the maximum weekly award for 
disability increased from $30 to $35, the mini- 
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mum from $15 to $18; burial expenses increased 
from $300 to $700; the period of payment of 
medical and surgical expenses increased from 
30 days to “during the disability,” and the period 
during which a claim must be filed from one to 
two years. 

Other changes were made relating to death 
benefits and coverage of corporate officers. 


Michigan Increases 

Compensation Benefits 

A RECENT amendment to the Michigan compen- 
sation law has increased the maximum period 
over which death payments will be made from 
400 to 450 weeks; the amount payable by the 
employer into the second injury fund if an em- 
ployee dies without dependents from $1,000 to 
$1,500; the period over which medical and sur- 
gical aid will be given from six months plus no 
more than three additional six-month periods to 
six months plus as many additional six-month 
periods as the department may in its discre- 
tion order. 

Another change that was made provides for 
payment of compensation from the second in- 
jury fund for permanent total disabilities after 
the maximum period of payment has expired. 


Wisconsin Benefits 

Join Upward Trend 

THE MAXIMUM average weekly earnings basis 
for computing workmen’s compensation or oc- 
cupational disease benefits in case of permanent 
total disability, temporary disability, or death 
has been increased from $60 to $65 by an amend- 
ment to the Wisconsin law. 

Other increases provide that in case an em- 
ployee dies from injuries and leaves no depend- 
ents the maximum amount an employer or 
insurer must pay into the state treasury is in- 
creased from $4,000 to $5,500. If, instead of 
dying, the employee suffers loss or total im- 
pairment of a hand, arm, foot, leg, or eye, the 


amount the employer must pay to the treasury 
is $850 instead of $400. 


Employers’ Payments 
Eased in Missouri 
THE Missouri employer is no longer required to 
pay $500 to the second injury fund when an em- 
ployee who has no dependents dies from injur- 
ies received in an accident that occurred during 
his employment or from an occupational di- 
sease. 

The employer also no longer has to pay $150 
to the fund when an employee suffers complete 
loss or loss of use of certain members.

Whose Employee?— 
That Was the Question 


INDIVIDUALS are often employed to work in de- 
partment stores for the sole purpose of selling 
or demonstrating one particular product. When 
injury befalls one of them, the question is 
“Whose employee is he?” Such was the case of 
Charlotte Yovan. 

Charlotte worked in Burdine’s department 
store in West Palm Beach, Florida. She was 
employed to display and sell the goods of the 
Rex Cutlery Company. Charlotte fell and in- 
jured herself while ascending a stairway in 
the store. 

She claimed compensation from the store, but 
Burdine’s denied that Charlotte was its em- 
ployee. It said that Rex Cutlery sent her com- 
missions and supervised her, and that she was 
responsible only to that company. 

The facts did not completely bear out Bur- 
dine’s contention. Charlotte was selling the 
products from a counter in Burdine’s; that 
counter was part of Burdine’s equipment; it was 
controlled by Burdine’s; she was on Burdine’s 
payroll, and Burdine’s withheld federal taxes 
and made other payments and deductions re- 
quired by law. Burdine’s, said the court, was 
Miss Yovan’s employer. 

Claim allowed. 

Yovan v. Burdine’s: Supreme Court of Florida, 
June 22, 1955. (81 So.2d 555) 


No Award for 

“Going Home’”’ Injuries 

Marcaret H. Morris widow of Thomas J. Mor- 
ris, sought compensation for the accident which 
caused her husband’s death. Although he was 
on his way home when the accident occurred, 
she claimed he was in the course of his em- 
ployment. 

Morris was employed as a salesman for the 
Hermann Forwarding Company of New Bruns- 
wick, New Jersey. While his home was also in 
New Brunswick, his sales territory took him 
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into New York City and three counties of New 
Jersey (but not the county in which New 
Brunswick was located). 

Morris had no definite hours. He stopped in 
the office two to four times a month. He settled 
his expense accounts at the office, dictated his 
reports, and collected any data necessary for 
his work. 

On the day of his accident, Morris was on the 
way home from a day of calls. He had arrived 
in New Brunswick by train from Newark and 
was struck by a car after he had left the depot. 

Morris’s wife, in her claim, alleged that her 
husband was in the course of his employment 
because at the time he was struck he was carry- 
ing home work materials furnished to him by 
his employer. 

No matter, found the court. This does not 
convert the trip home from personal to em- 
ployment activity. The test is whether the trip 
home is for the purpose of doing work for the 
employer. And Morris’s trip home was not for 
that purpose. 

Claim disallowed. 

Morris v. Hermann Forwarding Company: Su- 
preme Court of New Jersey, April 25, 1955.

Employer Blamed 

When Lightning Struck 

AN UNUSUAL type of act-of-God case recently 
was heard by the Supreme Court of Wyoming. 
An employee was struck by lightning while he 
was in his employer’s office. 

Leo Carey was a truck driver for a mining 
company. It was late in the day; he had dumped 
his last truck load and filled up the gas tank. He 
left the truck and walked to the company of- 
fice. It was raining hard and his clothes became 
very wet. 

Carey went into the office, reached over on 
the counier, got his time card, endorsed on the 
back of it the number of gallons of gas he had 
put in the truck, indicated the number of hours

he had worked, shoved the card over to the 
night watchman, and turned around. As he 
turned, lightning struck. He was seriously in- 
jured. 

It was shown that high voltage electricity 
lines ran into the office building where Carey 
was struck and that these lines were not safe- 
guarded by being grounded; nor were they sup- 
plied with lightning arresters. 

In ruling on the case, the court not only found 
that Carey was in the course of his employ- 
ment when he was struck, but went on to say 
that the employer did not take steps to protect 
its office building from the intrusion of light- 
ning, making an unnecessary hazard for the 
workmen who were obliged to come in there 
while in the course of their duties. 

Claim allowed. 

Carey v. Schroeder Mining Company: Supreme

What’s a Hazardous 
Job in Oklahoma? 


In OKLAHOMA, an injury to be compensable 
must have occurred on a hazardous occupetion. 
Farming is not classified as hazardous, but a 
power-operated dairy is. 

A 15-year-old girl employed by the Millwee 
Dairy farm was badly burned when she fell 
against a gas heater. She sustained the loss of 
a thumb and finger as the result of the burns 
and sought compensation. 

The dairy owner’s contention was that the 
dairy operation was only incidental to the oper- 
ation of the farm, and the compensation act 
would not apply. 

The court, disagreeing, ruled that the evi- 
dence supported a finding that the girl was an 
employee of a dairy operated by power as de- 
fined by the statute. 

Claim allowed. 

F. L. Millwee Dairy v. Coffelt: Supreme Court 
of Oklahoma, March 22, 1955. 


Can an Illness 


Be an Accident? 

THE QUESTION of whether infection by a germ or 
virus with gradual onset of illness could be 
classified as an accident under the Louisiana 
compensation law was recently decided in that 
state. 

W. H. Stuckey was employed as a night 
watchman by the city zoo in Alexandria, Louis- 
iana. He claimed to have contracted psittacosis, 
commonly referred to as “parrot’s fever,” a 
month after he started the job.

Stuckey claimed that psittacosis, as he con- 
tracted the disease, was an accident and should 
be compensated under the act. Medical testi- 
mony established that it is infectious and is 
contracted through the mouth or nose. 

Stuckey said that the onset of the disease was 
not acute, that he felt the effects for about one 
month before he considered it necessary to con- 
sult a doctor. There was no evidence to show 
that the disease was contracted through a AB ON.

appear at 4:00 the following morning to empty 
the bin. 


The next morning at 3:30 he left his home, 
driving his own car, en route to the plant by 
the normal and shortest route. In attempting 
to cross a spur railroad track along the way, 
Casteel drove his car against a box car sitting 
there and died from head injuries received in 
the accident. 


The company, defending Mrs. Casteel’s claim 
for death benefits, relied on the general rule re- 
garding accidents on the way to and from work. 


But the court said an exception to the rule 
applied. Casteel was making the trip to per- 
form a special task at the request of the em- 
ployer and for his benefit. The work he was to 
do that morning was different from that which 
he ordinarily did at the chemical plant. An 
emergency arose (the overloading of the bin), 
and Casteel was asked to help alleviate that 
emergency. On such occasions, states the law, 
the employment begins when the employee 
leaves his home en route to the plant as long as 
he travels over the usual and ordinary route. 


Claim allowed.

we FIREMAN isn’t the only 
one to die because com- 
pany managements have de- 
layed in observing recom- 
mendations made by insur- 
ance company or municipal 
fire inspectors. 

Nor is the building involved 
the only one equipped with 
poorly installed wiring. 

One heavy machinery plant, 
for example, recently discov- 
ered during a small remodel- 
ing job that alternating cur- 
rent and direct current elec- 
trical lines had been installed 
so as to cross each other at 
right angles — and the lines 
‘were less than four inches 
apart. The wiring had been 
done fully 40 years ago, but 
had gone unseen by inspec- 
tors because it was concealed 
behind oil-soaked boards. 

The machinery plant was 
lucky. The other firm was not. 
But one thing’s certain: a lot 
of plants, in a lot of different 
industries and a lot of differ- 
ent places, need to check over 
their wiring and to observe 
promptly the requirements 
laid down by fire inspectors. 

Three fourths of the plants 
in some highly hazardous in- 
dustries, according to esti- 
mates of one state fire mar- 
shal, are wired so as to make 
fire or explosion almost un- 
avoidable over a period of 
years. @ e

EIGHTH OF A SERIES 


The American Arbitration Association is a non-profit member- 
ship corporation, organized to advance knowledge and use of 
labor-management, commercial, and international trade arbitra- 
tion. The award of the arbitrator in the case described below 
is not to be taken as an indication of how other arbitrators 
might rule in apparently similar cases. 


A GRIEVANCE was filed by Eva 
G.’s union when she was dis- 
charged from her job in a ra- 
dio parts plant for violating a 
plant rule on safety which had 
been incorporated in the un- 
ion contract and which read: 

“Carelessness which tends 
to cause injury to oneself or 
one’s fellow workers is cause 
for immediate discharge or 
layoff of an employee, subject 
to grievance procedures.” 

What happened was that 
Eva’s left hand became cramp- 
«ad. The punch press she oper- 
ated was a two-button type 
requiring her to push both 
buttons simultaneously — one 
with each hand—before the 
press could be tripped and the 
blade actuated. 

In order to relieve her 
cramped left hand, Eva placed 
her elbow in a small card- 
board carton, placed the car- 
ton on top of some metal 
pieces of work, and with her 
elbow moved the carton in 
and out to put pressure on the 
left button while she depres- 
sed the right-hand button in 
the correct manner. Her fore- 
arm and hand extended up- 
ward from the box into space. 

Eva’s foreman spotted her, 
called the union steward over 
to observe her actions, and 
told Eva to stop operating the 
press. Later in the day she 


was discharged by the com- 
pany. 

Testimony before the arbi- 
trator showed that Eva was 
fully aware of the hazards, 
was aware also of the purpose 
of the two-button safety de- 
vice, and the problem center- 
ed around the question wheth- 
er or not it was a practical 
possibility that the press could 
have been operated with the 
right hand plus the left elbow 
in a box and the left hand 
actually be injured by the 
blade. 

Two representatives of the 
company demonstrated by op- 
erating the press with their 
right hands in the correct po- 
sition and their left hands in 
boxes. A small wooden piece 
was attached to the left hand 
to simulate the doubled back 
index finger. As the two but- 
tons were pressed — in both 
cases — the left hand moved 
toward the descending blade, 
the piece of wood was caught, 
and the blade smashed it to 
splinters.

The judgment read that, in 
departing from the specified 
and normal method of oper- 
ating the press, Eva G. on the 
day in question was operating 
the press in a hazardous man-

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Damages Not Awarded 

When Compensation Due 

IN SPITE OF the unfortunate 
circumstances which aggra- 
vated Schulz’s original injury, 
he was not permitted to col- 
lect twice from his employer. 

Schulz suffered a fracture 
of the neck of the femur as a 
result of an accident arising 
out of and in the course of his 
employment. A _ plate and 
screws were placed in the em- 
ployee’s thigh. 

At a later date, at the re- 
quest of the employer’s in- 
surance carrier, Schulz sub- 
mitted to a physical examina- 
tion by a doctor employed by 
the insurance company. 

In conducting the examina- 
tion, the doctor failed to exer- 
cise care, handled Schulz in a 
rough and unreasonable man- 
ner, and caused a new frac- 
ture in the femur. 

Although Schulz had been 
paid compensation and medi- 
cal expenses since the original 
accident, he now brought a 
damage suit against his em- 
ployer, alleging that due to 
the negligence of the employ- 
er’s insurance company his in- 
jury was aggravated. 

The court said that such an 
action was inconsistent with 
the provisions of the compen- 
sation act. To allow recovery 
in such actions would open the 
door to possible double recov- 
ery, as the injured employee 
could accept and receive full 
compensation under the act 
and then maintain an action 
for damages against the em- 
ployer. The employee may 
not recover in damages for an 
injury, even though it is ag- 
gravated by the insurance car- 
rier’s doctor, if it is already 
covered by the compensation 
act.
